The Democratic rally In Odeon Hud 
last Tuesday evening was a successful 
one as far as numbers go, bnt as ft >■ 
as conversions go we are not able 
to report. About an hour before tlm 
time appointed for the meeting tl. ■ 
brass band playing in front of the hall, 
attracted men, women and children an 
when the hour arrived the hall was well 
filled, on the main floor and in la 
gallery, furnishing an audience whir , 
must have pleased the speakers. 

Air. J. A. Thurston presided at fh 
meeting and introduced the first spec! 
er, Hon. William Newell of Lewiston, 
Mr, Newell informed his hearers tin, 
lie came not before them as a politiei.-i . 
bat as a business man and interested in 
anything that is good. He assert, 
that the Democratic party announced 
in its platform good sound busintss 
principals; theft every plank meant 
something and called upon his audi¬ 
ence to give witness to the truth of 
his testimony. He further declared in 
tones of no uncertain sound that-the 
prohibitory law is, and ever has been a 
“delusion and snare;” that there is 
and always has been more open bars 
in all the- Maine cities than in any li¬ 
censed eity in Massachusetts. 

The speaker questioned the sincer¬ 
ity and honesty of Gov. Cobb, when .lie 
announced that there would be no 
nullification of the prohibitory law ;u 
'ong as he is governor, if it rests in 
his power to prevent it. He believes 
that the Sturgis law - was enacted as a 
rebuke , to some of the counties which 
had elected Democratic officials and ex¬ 
pressed his sincere belief that but for 
these Democratic officials the law 
would never have been passed and 
though he had branded the prohibitory 
law as a delusion and a share, and had 
earnestly sought to convince his hear 
ers that the one thing to better the 
condition of things in Maine is a li¬ 
censed law in place of the prohibitor 
law, yA in Iris final appeal to the’peo¬ 
ple who supported his party, he would 
have his hearers believe that they 
eould be good prohibitiouists aud yet 
vote the Democratic ticket. 

The second speaker was the Hon. 
Daniel J. MeGillicuddy, candidate for 
representative to congress from the se¬ 
cond district. Mr. MeGillicuddy was 
the drawing card. He had been previ¬ 
ously advertised by the Republican 
speakers, who had put several proposi¬ 
tions up to him to answer and his 
friends claimed that he would answer 
them point blank when he arrived, hence 
Republicans and Democrats alike came 
out to hear the answer—By the way, 
one thing the speaker said was that 
he was glad to know there were good 
Republicans in the audience. He said 
the principal is right; he belives Re¬ 
publicans should attend Democratic 
meetings and Democrats should attend 
Republican meetings and in this con¬ 
nection we noted that the largo audi¬ 
ence was made up of as many Republi¬ 
cans as Democrats, while on the pre¬ 
ceding meeting', which was Republican, 
there were but few of the opposite 
faith in the audience. Air. McGilli- 
euddy is right in this particular, if in 
nothing else, A\ r e should attend each 
other’s meetings, and his Democratic 
following will doubtless profit by his 
advice—After some preliminary re¬ 


marks, the speaker informed his hear¬ 
ers that all issues of this campaign re¬ 
volved, as it were, on one great central 
issue, and that, to get" the government 
of this state back into the hands -of the 
plain people; that the State of Maine 
lias been run by a certain ring or com?, 
bination so long that in reality the 
plain people have no voice whatever; 
that the affairs of the state are hand¬ 
led by a handful of people in just as 
true a sense as the business of a close 
corporation is handled by its board of ili 
rectors, and that this combination is 
distributing the state officers entirely 
to their liking. To prove this assertion 
he cited some instances in which peo¬ 
ple have predicted who would fill* cer¬ 
tain offices for years to come and he 
fioted that many of the- predictions 
had become true, and he found him¬ 
self wondering where liis hearers 
figured in the transaction. He charg¬ 
ed the' Republican party Us having 
adopted' a - platform made up by its 
leaders before rite delegates were over 
in convention, assembled, inferring, of 
course, that' all. Democratic platforms 
are madepin-tpe open 'air and with all 
the DepioQtats present,'and :'6f course 
without any( previous ■ thought on any 
particular one.’*'-.. '. 

GOnsiderabie .reference was , made to 
the' parallel clauses--.Jm-vthe two plat¬ 
forms concerning the initiative and re¬ 
ferendum. The- speaker' explained to 
quite qn extent W-llat the -initiative and 
.referendum means and gave-^consider¬ 
able reference to the; cl|ff 0 ^eti*ce*in the 
■wording, the Democrats (“’favoring the 
isame without restrict!'and the Re¬ 
publicans, confining'. if to statute law, 
Which is, as he belie.ves|becausc the law 
which determines HiatAthe- state taxes 
shall be- assessecl equally upon all state 
property is.a*eonsfikitional law - and he 
would have that'law changed and al¬ 
low - the Sfato of Maine to impose a 
higher state, tax upon, wild lands than 
upon' other- property lit the state* 

Finally, the Bangor and Aroostook 
railroad came in for its share of the 
speaker’s treatment. He called the at¬ 
tention of his hearers to the fact that 
this railroad had been practically ex¬ 
empt from taxation for the past six¬ 
teen years and would be for four years 
more, and in this connection he as¬ 
serted that the road was one of the 
wealthy roads and inferred that it 
should not have bein thus exempted, 
and blamed the Republican party 
severely for such legislation. He would 
lose sight of the fact that such exemp¬ 
tion, if wo arc to call it exemption, is 
not an unheard of thing in railroad 
building, but would have us believe 
that the Bangor and Aroostook rail¬ 
road is an exception; that wicked Re¬ 
publicans conspired with wicked rail¬ 
road men, concocted a wricked law which 
would allow a wealthy road the privi¬ 
lege of scooping into its treasury 
several hundred thousand dollars, at 
the expense of tlie poor tax payers of 
the State of Maine, when as a matter 
of fact, the state’s dealing with the 
Bangor and Aroostook road has been 
no different than has its dealing with 
other roads, and what it did was not 
done entirely by a band of wicked Re¬ 
publicans, but the measure was a com¬ 
mon one and was supported by Demo¬ 
crats and Republicans alike.

It is a great disappointment to his 
mother, because he really is the brigkt- 
es t of the three—if she permits, her* 
self to discriminate or make any"dis¬ 
tinction among her children, As she 
thinks the ease over, however, she re¬ 
members that for some time his reports 
have not been as high as they ought. 
"When 'she spoke. to him about it lie 
was always ready with a plausible ex¬ 
planation, and he declared that his 
work was better than some of the rest.

It is not well to let 
a child get any satisfaction out of the 
faet that his work is as good as ‘ ‘ some 
of the rest.” Unless it is as good as 
the very best, he needs looking after. 
He is having a general good time, un¬ 
der the impression that lie ean “eatcli 
up” whenever he gets ready. But the 
"brighter the boy, the less likely he is 
to find the time, especially if once per¬ 
mitted to drift into a habit of careless¬ 
ness, hence the wisdom of requiring a 
weekly report that he is known to he 
capable of obtaining. 

The mother is almost sure to have 
something of a trial with Fred in his 
disappointment. It will do little good, 
at first, to remind hint that the fault 
is entirely liis own. He knows it so 
well now, that it irritates him, and he 
calls for encouragement more than cen¬ 
sure, while a good many of the petulant 
remarks need not be heard. By and by 
the sharpness of the pain will be gone 
and then lie should be talked to. As 
the next term approaches, the fact can 
be pointed out to him that,*- since he 
has gone over the work, he ean now 
be at the head of the grade, leading all 
and will serve to soften his disappoint¬ 
ment, while stirring his ambition.

There is something to be said on the 
nther side of tlio question about passing. 
The fault of inattention is not always 
tlu cause for a child’s remaining in a 
grade for more than a year. If his 
health is not good, it will bo far better 
for him to do so. He will probably feel 
wretched over'it, but he will be the 
gainer in the end. Sympathy and en¬ 
couragement are to be expended on him 
lavishly, if wo know that he has tried 
faithfully- to go up, It is well to watch 
for constitutional peculiarities and 
"weaknesses as causes for failure, and 
fhon seek to remedy or assist these for 
the coming term, Too much attention 
cannot be given by a mother to ascer¬ 
tain the ’exact reason why her child has 
not passed.—Milford W, Fosluiy,

In addition to the law now 
in force regulating fishing in the Ma- 
galloway river, in the County of Ox¬ 
ford, to wit, that it shall be unlawful 
to fish in said river, above Aziscolias 
Palls, except with artificial flies. 

Sec. 2. It shall he unlawful for any 
one person to take, catch or kill more 
than ten pounds of fish in anyone day in 
said liver, from Aziscolias Falls to the 
mouth of Little Magalloway river, and 
in Upper and Lower Metallue ponds and 
in Lineoln pond, all situated in said 
County of Oxford, for a period of two 
years from August 1st, A. D. 1906.

Eminent Ornithologist Asserts Larger 
Species Assist Smaller in Their 
Annual Migrations. 

It was an opinion, held by -many 
in ancient times that small birds in 
migrating were often carried on tbe 
backs of the larger. In Egypt, for 
‘example, it was held that wagtails 
were thus carried by storks. , And 
many years ago a Swedish naturalist, 
Hedenborg, made some.remarkable ob¬ 
servations on the subject. During tbe 
arrival of tbe flights of storks at 
Rhodes from oversea, Hedenborg fre¬ 
quently heard the voices of singing 
birds without being able to see them. 
At last, after careful observation, 
when a flight of storks had just alight¬ 
ed, he saw that they had small birds 
perched on their backs. The writer 
of a recent book, “Recreations of a 
Naturalist,” Mr. J.- E. Halting, has 
some interesting remarks on this sub¬ 
ject. Most ornithologists probably 
vegard the idea as a myth, but Mr. 
Hartlng’s remarks seem to admit a 
possibility that there may be some 
truth in it.

A good road overseer In 
the country is of more Importance to 
the average farmer than either a cab¬ 
inet officer or a congressman. It is 
more to him to have a fair and com- 
, peteat assessor than to have the best 
i man in tbe country for his senator in 
congress. To the city man a' good al- 
! derman and intelligent school officials 
are far more to him than the supreme 
i court and the methods of the United | 
- States government. It i? not at all 
1 surprising, therefore, that there are 
i a great many people in this great na- 
r tion of ours that are not at all fa¬ 
miliar with* the names of officials of 
!. our government,
